Reckless automobile operators were de- 
nounced scathingly yesterday afternoon by 
the Rev. P. J#McDonnell, speaking from the 
pulpit of St. Mel’s Roman Catholic church, 
Washington boulevard and Forty-third 
avenue. :

Mrs. Bridget Hanrion, a 
widow 72 years old, 1500 Park avenue, was 
run down by a machine. She was crossing 
the street to enter the church, of whith she 
is a member. Her injuries were seyere. 

Members of the church were thronging to 
the afternoon service when Mrs, Hannon 
fell a victim to the automobile. Her friends 
saw her carried to the priest's house, and the 
dangers of automobile speeding were brought 
home to the congregation and priest in a 
most pointed manner. 

J. H. Eustace, 2343 Calumet avenue, owner 
of the car, stopped and gave what aid he 
could to Mrs. Hannon, His chauffeur, Harry 
Johnstone, was arrested.

Knocked Down by Auto. 

Coming from the house of her daughter, 
with whom she lives, Mrs. Hannon walked 
north on the east side of Forty-third avenue. 
On approaching the chureh she crossed 
Washington boulévard. Other worshipers 
were coming from all directions and it was 
not easy to get a view west in the boulevard, 
from which direction the car was approach- 
ing. 

Mrs. Hannon wap well across the street be- 
fore she received a warning. Mr. Eustace 
said afterward that she had passed beyond 
the path of the car and could not have been 
hit. | Her friends, however, feared for her 
safety. 

Some one shoutéd to her. She was told of 
the danger. But, perhaps not understanding 
the purport of the words, she wheeled about 
with a cry and tried to retrace her steps. The 
She ran directly into its 
path. It struck her and she was hurled to the 
pavement. 

The heavy car was brought to a stop within 
two rods, and Mr. Eustace, who was accom- 
panied by his wife and children, alighted. 
Mrs, Hannon’s friends als®O came -running 
to where she lay unconscious. Mr. Bustace 
lifted the victim and, with the assistance of 
church members, ‘carried her to the priest’s 
house. 

Victim’s Condition Critical. 

Dr. H. J. Stewart was called, but ‘he was 
unable to restore her to consciousness at 
once. She was taken to the Gartield park 
sanitarium by the police. The examination 
there made. showed that Mrs. Hannogn’s left 
leg was broken, her head was cut; and her 
body bruised. She regained consciousness, 
but the physicians forbade her talking, They 
said her condition was critical. Johnstone 
wag taken to the, West Lake street police 
station, where bonds for his appearance were 
furnished. 

Mrs. Hannon has been a4 member of #t. 
Mel’s church for} many years; Father Mn 
Donnell said. She has beén active in tne 
charitable work of the parish, and has been 
a liberal contributor to the various funds.

Eustace Regrets the Accident. 

“ The accident Wasa great shock to meand 
my family,’’ Mr. Eustace said in the evening 
at his house. ‘I cannot, however, see that 
we were at fault. Qur car was going at a 
reasonable rate ofispeed. That Mrs. Hannon 
was struck was due to the cries of some per- 
sons on the walk. 

‘‘ Johnstone, theichauffeur, saw the woman 
while she was some distance away. He 
sounded the horn and slackenedspeed. Mrs. 
Hannon apparently did not see or Near the 
ear. She had passed on well out of our path 
and was in no-dangér, when a call was heard 
from the walk. 

“* Look out, 
voice. 

“The woman stopped, and then, to our 
horror, leaped back into the roadway, crying 
loudly. Thus she leaped squarely {nto our 
path when the machine was not two feet 
away, and she was struck. 

‘*T feared at first that she was dead, so 
quietly did she lieon the pavement. Our car 
had been brought back, and we atenped out 
and did all we could to help her.”’

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$75,000 QUICKEYUSED- CPs} 


Treasury Found to Be $600 in Debt 
and Money Is Needed. 


The expense of defending union ‘‘ sluggers " 
and strike leaders during the last six months 
has plunged the federation of labor into 
financial straits. Revelations yesterday 
showed a deficit in the labor treasury 
amounting to $600. 

These facts were brought out when*the 
labor delegates wished to’ donate $1,000 to 
assist the seven members of the Carriage and 
Wagon Workers’ union who are on trial for 
conspiracy in connection with the death of 
Cc. J. Caristrom. The carriage workers had 
made their second appea! for aid within two 
weeks. In response/the federation had voted 
the money. Then Financial Secretary Fred 
G. Hopp revealed the facts, 

Several delegates jumped to their feet. T. 
P. Quinn proposed qa halt in the expenditure 
of more money for the purposes of legal de- 
fense. He even advocated the recall of the 


latest donation to the carriage workers. 
‘No, no,” shouted a dozen delegates 


trouble.”’ 
‘‘But where will you get the money ?”’ re- 


torted Quinn. “ The treasury is empty.”’ 
Delegate Pleads for Aid. 


The carriage workers’ prospects were paint- 
ed by Delegate McPherson as follows: 
“Our last $350 has been ‘spent. In the 
morning the trial will continue and there Is 
not a cent with which to pay our attorneys. 


.This case has dragged on so long that we 


have been to double the expense we had an- 
ticipated. But the employers will be on 
hand with pockets full of money to prosecute 
the officials of our union. | Are you going to 
ditch us?’ . 
The executive board of the federation pro- 
posed that a five cent assessment be levied 
on all the union men and women in Chicago. 
“That won't do,” exclaimed McPherson, 
“We've got to have the money at once.” 
Quinn suggested that $1,000 be taken from 
the fund set aside to defend the thirty-nine 
labor men indicted by the grand jury in con- 
nection with the teamsters’ Btrike. He was 
howled down by a dozen teamsters, who de- 
clared that this fund mustingt be touched. 
“There isn't enough monéy in that fund 
to defend the teamsters,”’ said Secretary E. 
N. Nockels. ‘“ Originally, $10,000 was set 
apart, but this has dwindled to less than 
$8,000. It will cost ie to see the team- 
sters through.” 


Violence Costs $75, 000. 

It was revealed subsequé¢ntly that the fed- 
eration has expended something like $ 75,000 
since last May in defetiding union men 
charged with “ slugging ” and other violence. 
Some $50,000 of this amount ‘was paid out in 
defraying attorneys’ fees and court costs in 
the teamsters’ strike, 

“It is evident,” sail Delegate J. J. Line- 
han, * that we must raise maney for the car- 
riage workers.” | 

He proposed a compromise, which was 
adopted. This was to bortow $1,000 from the 
teamsters’ defense fund! ahd restore the 
money by a special assessment upon the Chi-

Official Says Marked Increase Is Due 
to Race Suicide Agitation. 


New York, Oct. 1.—[Special.]—President 
Roosevelt's theory of bigger families and 
more of them Is being lived up to by residents 
of greater New York. The bureau of vital 
Statistics of the health department an- 
nounced today that during the first six 
months of the present year there were 50,943 
births reported, as against 47,384 in the same 
period of 1904, showing an increase of 3,559. 

In the first six months of 1905 there were 
20,768 marriages, as against 19,295 jn the 
same period of 1904. Nearly 3,000—to be ex- 
act, 2,946—happy lovers hearkened to the 
warning from the White house against race 
themselves into ‘1,473 
happy couples, 

“When you come to think about it,” said 
Health Commissioner Darlington today, “it 
seems reasonable that President Roosevelt's 
utterances on the subject of large families 
nave affected the birth rate here and else- 
where. What he said was widely quoted in 
newspapers, and has occasioned a wonderful 
amount of comment. 


Patriotism Impels to Marriage. 

“ With matrimony put upon the high plane 
of patriotism, there is a drift of people that 
way, of course. Prosperity also has stimu- 
lated both marriages and births.”

America Will Not In terfere Unless

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—{Special.}— 
Through Ambassador Jusserand, President 
Roosevelt notified the French government to- 
night that so far as this country is concerned 
it may have a free hand in dealing ‘with 
President Castro, provided there be no viola- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine, 

The representations which the Paris 
authorities will now make at Caracas will 
assume a more peremptory form, and unless 
immediate satisfaction be given for the in- 
sults offered to the. dignity of the French 
republic force will be used to obtain it. 

M. Jusserand lost no time in seeking the 
president to inform him of the views of his 
government with regard to the outrages suf- 
fered .by. France in the-person of its repre- 
sentative in Caracas, M. Taigny, with whom 
Castro has broken off relations, and hy the 
French cable company. 


and was informed that the president would be 
glad if he would dine with him tonight. 
During the dinner and afterwards the presi- 
dent and the ambassador referred to Venezu- 
ela, though it was not the entire subject, of 
course, of their conversation. 


’'Tis a Short Halt for Castro, 

M. Jusserand aided the president a great 
deal tn the preliminary stage of the Russo- 
Japanese peace negotiations, and he was able 
to inform him of the result of the Moroccan 
negotiations in which Mr. Roosevelt has 
taken considerable interest. The important 
matter under discussion, however, was Vene- 
zuela. 

The exact plans which France proposes to 
execute cannot be jearned tonight, but M. 
Jusserand is understood to have made it clear 
that his government cannot consent to permit 
Castro to deal with it in the same manner 
he has dealt with other countries, including 
the United States. 

France’ does not want trouble with Castro. 
It. would like him to withdraw his offensive 
words severing relations with M. Taigny, and 
adjudicate equitably the French cable com- 
pany question. If this be done, and done 
quickly, there will be no necessity for action, 
M, Taigny is believed to have conducted him- 
self in a straightforward and proper manner. 


Plan Naval Demonstration. 
There are not enough French warships in 


‘American waters at this time to make an 


imposing naval demonstration. There are 
only three in this hemispbere—the Jurien de 
la Graviere, a cruiser of 5,600 tons, now at 
Martinique; cruiser.. Chasseloup-Laubat, 
8,700 tons; and cruiser Troude, 1,900 tons, 
both of which are in Newfoundland waters. 

The French have a large nayy, and it is 
expected that as soon as Paris digests the 
views of the president reinforcements for the 
La Graviere will be sent from the French 
channel fleet. 

The United States Is averse-to taking any 
part whatever in: the question between 
France and Venezuela. Its good offices 
would be of little avail when it cannot. se- 
cure an adjudication of the questions which 
are pending: between itself and President 
Castro's government. 


Expect Venezuela to Hedge. 

France knows that President Roosevelt 
sent W. J. Calhoun to Caracas to make an 
investigation preliminary to action by this 
country. It is aware that the French side of 
the latest. controversy has been explained 
fully to him. Inquiries have enabled it to 
learn that the reports received by the state 
department justify its determination to ob- 
tain satisfaction. 

If France actually inaugurates hostile 
measures, it is expected that it will follow 
the example of Germany, Great Britain, and 
Italy and confide to the United States min- 
ister at Caracas the protection of its interest. 

dt is probable that, seeing the turn which 
the affair has taken, President Castro will 
come to his senses and seek, through this 
government, to arrange an amicable settle- 
ment before it is too late. His usual plan is 
to urge arbitration, but the question, in the 
view of the French embassy here, is not a 
matier for arbitration, as it affects the dig- 
nity of the French republic.

GREENE AND GAYNOR COMING 
BACK TO AMERICA THIS WEEK. 


Marshgls Who Go to Canada for Accused 
Contractors Pay Unusual Courtesies 
to Authorities. 


Montreal, Que., Oct. 1—The two United 
States marshals who came here to get Capt. 
Greene and Col. Gaynor expect to start for 
the United States with their prisoners on 
Wednesday. 

They will go to Ottawa tomorrow to deliver 
their credentials to the governor general of 
Canada. 

This course is unusual and is regarded as 
a mark-of courtesy in this particular case, as 
it will facilitate matters — the Canadian offi- 
clals. 

It is reported tonight. but cannot be con- 
firmed, that counsel for Gaynor and Greene 
have asked the minister of justice for a hear- 
ing before he signs the papers, Discussing 
the present situation, Donald MacMaster, 
one of the counsel for the United States, said: 

‘*The court having decided that Judge La 
Fontaine’s committal of Gaynor and Greene 
for surrender is good, nothing remains now 
but to issue the warrant for their surrender 
to the United States. That is a function 
obligatory upon our minister of justice. That 
is the duty of the executive authority under 
the law and under the treaties. To fail to do 


so promptly would be a breach of interna- | 


tional good faith that no government could 
commit. 

‘Up to Saturday the warrant had not been 
signed. .Why I do not know. Every formal- 
The matter is 
now ~between governments, not betwen law- 
yers. I cannot imagine that the Canadian 
government will compromise itself by per- 
mitting any interference. 

“The courts have done their duty.

SECRETARY OF WAR SPENDS TWO 
HOURS IN CITY. 


House Party, Returning from Orient, 
Arrives in Special Train and 
Leaves for Washington—Executive 
Is Greeted at Station by a Crowd— 
Repeats Interview Given in San 
Francisco-—- Many of the .Gthests 
Leave for Homes, 


Secretary of War Taft and some thirty 
members of his congressional house party in 
the Phillppines spent two hours in Chicago 
last night on their way from San Francisco 
to Washington. They arrived ona special 
train on the Northwestern raii:way at 5:15 
and departed on another special on the Bal- 


’ timore and Ohio at 7:10. 


The party was reduced by half when it left 
Chicago. Congressman Foés bade a hasiy 
farewell to the secretary, paused for a word 
with the reporters, and then hastened to his 
home in Evanston. Congressman and Mrs. 
Loud of Michigan and Congressman and Mrs. 
Driscoll of New York changed cars here, and 
Congressman McKinley of [Illinois took a 
train for Champaign. Congressman and Mrs. 
Grosvenor of Ohio left for Columbus at 9 p. m. 
Senator Dubois of Idaho remained over night 
at the Annex. Mrs. Huntington Wilson: wife 
of the first secretary of the American lega- 
tion at Tokio, will spend a few days with 
friends at the Virginia hotel. 


Large Crowd at Station. 


A large crowd was on hand at the Wells 
street station when the special train bearing 
the Taft party pulled in. A sudden shift in 
the reception arrangeménts was caused by 
an accident to a switching freight train, 
which passed through the station with the 
rear car straddling two tracks and taking 
the corners off of buildings as {t went. The 
crowd waiting for the special took fright 
and ran back through the station, where they 
found the train pulling tn on another track.

Telegram from Leader on His Way 
to Mexico Informs Zion City Con- 
gregation That He Has “Come Up 
Out of the Valley of the Shadow’? 

‘and Is “Stronger for the Trial”—~ 
Will Proceed to His New Lands in 
the South Today. 


In a long message received at Zion City 
yesterday from Dr. John‘ Alexander Dowie 
at El Paso, Tex., on his trip to Mexico, the 
first apostie told of the return of his strength 
after the stroke of paralysis he suffered last 
Sunday. Of his recovery Dr. Dowte said 
only that he had “come up out of the’ valley 
of the shadow’’ and seemed ‘‘ stronger for the 
trial.”"" He ascribed his progress to "the 
power of the spirit.”’ 

The telegram was addressed to the Rev. 
J. D, Excell, and by him was read to the ton- 
gregation at the afternoon. service. It was 
received with deep interest, as the impression 
which the apostle left upon his people at de- 
parture was that he felt-that death was upon 
him, He showed none of this thought in his 
message, but showed his customary energy 
in his: exhortations and In ‘his requests for 
their assistance, especially for money to be 
raised before Oct; 17, when the option upon 
the Mexican lands expires. 

The message was as follows: 

The Mexican party stands at the gate of Mexico 
ready to enter In tomorrow. The feeling is that 
Zion is needed in Mexico and that Mexico is need- 
ed by Zion. We represent the thousafUs and tens 
of thousands who are entering with hepe, not 
to speculate but to cultivate, not to spoil but to 
develop. 

Let me give thanks in the presence of all the 
people for a wonderful personal deliverance. 
Smitten down last Lord’s day night with what 
geemed to be the hand of death, we have come 
up out of the valley of the shadow and ‘seem to 
be stronger for the trial through which'’we have 
passed. Mind has triumphed over matter, spirit 


has triumphed pvef mind, and we realize today 
that the spirit of Ged i> omnipotent. 


All parties salute Zion everyWhere, and In a few 
days I hope to address you again from the shadow 
of Chapultepec in ‘the City of Mexico. We are 
expecting Zion's cobperation in money and in the 
needs of the momeft in every way between this 
and Oct. 17. 

Prayers were said for the welfare of Dr. 
Dowie at each of the services tn Ziagn City.

Mrs. Clarence Markham, the Mother- 
Murderess, in Fit of Lunacy Tried to 
Kill Herself Long Ago. 


Cambridge, Til., Oot. 1.—[Special.}—It now 
ie certain that Mrs. Clarence Marknam, who 
yesterday killed her seven children and cut 
her own throat, was insane. Lunacy, it ls 
said, ran in the family. Mre.. Mary 3H. 
Johnson, her mother, was sent to the asy- 
lum at Galesburg two weeks ago, suffer- 
ing with the same malady. 

As early as July Mrs. Markham manifested 
symptoms of a diseased mind.

Six New Cases Are Reported in New

If any one can 
offer a Wit of evidence to prove anything to 
the contrary we will do our utmost to secure 
a conviction. We do not know whether 
Streéd had any money on the night of his 
death. It yet has to be proven if he did bor- 
row money. He might have lost his wallet 
on the road.

tion. If the Chicago and Alton “ charges 
reasonable«rates,” demands its counsel, in 
a brief filed with the Illinois railroad and 
warehouse commission, “ what is it to the 


low ?” 

‘Tt is something to the public, bindins the 
question of the reasonableness of rates and 
the question of the fairness of capitalization 
are indissolubly connected. What is a rea- 
sonable rate? The federal Supreme court 
has never directly and fully defined it, but 
the deduction from the various decisions af- 
fecting rates is that, briefly and generally, 
a reasonable rate is one which allows a fair 
return upon the capital actually invested 
and remaining in the railroad after paying 
all expenses of management and operation. 
Suppose, now, that instead of being capital- 
ized for its true value a road is capitalized 
for two or three times its true value, The 
management will do one of two. things. 
Hither it will charge no higher rates than it 
would have if the road had. not been over- 
capitalized, in which case earnings, and, 
consequently, dividends, will be extremely 
small in proportion to capitalization, or it 
will try to earn dividends of average size, to 


must be exacted. It needs hardly be said, 
in view of past experience, that the latter 
course is the one which will be adopted 
unless the power of the state or the nation 
prevents. Overcapitalization having an al- 
most inevitable tendency to produce high 
rates, it is decidedly “ something to the pub- 
lic,” 

A company whose business does not affect 
public interest—a mercantile company, for 
example—may.say, without impropriety, 
that it is none of the public’s business how: 
much it is capitalized for. It is the right of 
such concerns to earn profits on as large a 
‘capitalization as they can, and, to that end, 
to charge for their goods as much as they 
please. Railroads, on the other hand, in 
their capacity of quasi public corporations, 
stand upon an entirely different footing. 
That the connection between capitalization 
and rates is not an academic but a highly 
practical question is shown by what is tak- 
ing place in IHinois'at the present time. Cer- 
tain roads are stubbornly fighting a reduc- 
tion in the maximum freight rate because 


dividends on their inflated capitalizations. 


‘The railway and warehouse commissioners 


‘should’ settle the matter with an eye solely 
to the actual value of the railway property 
affected and the correlative rights of the 
‘public. 


‘TAKING CHANCES WITH THE LAW, 
The Cedar Rapids Republican, referring 
to a recent editorial in Tue Trisune set- 
ting forth the principal reasons for the com- 
paratively smal! number of-crimes in Lon- 
don, suggests still another reason, which is 
certainly.an important one. Tue TRIBUNE 
stated two reasons, (1) that London ‘bas an 
efficient police force divorced from politics, 
and (2) that the penalties for crime are se- 
vere and the courts are swift in enforcing 
them. *Our contemporary adds.a_ third— 
namely: that “ there is among English peo- 
ple, both in England and in Canada, a much 
higher reapect for law than there is in this 
country.” 

To illustrate its point it quotes an incident 
related by Gov. Packard of Marshall coun- 
ty, ex-consul general at Liverpool. “‘ One 
afternoon he was down in the tough district 
of that city whenvhe came across a group of 
men quarreling violewtly, but they confined 
themselves to calling hard names. Finally, 
when there was a lull in the proceedings, he 
said to one of them: ‘ When men talk that 
way to each other in my country some one 
is apt to get hurt.” ‘ Ah, sir; but the law,’ 
said one of the Englishmen. ‘ We'd take 
our chances with the law,’ returned the 
governor. The follow looked at him curi- 
ously for a moment, and then, as though 
he thought the governor needed to be in- 
structed in some fundamefital principles, he 
said: ‘ Don't you know there are no chances 
with the law here?’~”’ 

That tells the etory. There are no 
“chances with the law” in England. Un- 
fortunately there are many chances with 
them here—so many that a lawbreaker has 
a reasonable hope of escape by taking the 
chances. That there are no “ chances with 


over. and over again not only in every day 
eases but in some prominent cases where in- 
ternational efforts havé been made to stay 
its strong arm, A criminal there is appre- 
hended quickly and tried quickly. Once 
convicted, appeal for executive clemency or 
pardon is rare. A prisoner who goes to 
prison knows that he will serve his term 
out if he lives, and that no interference can 
help him. He knows, moreover, that he is 
not going to have a comfortable time of it 
while he is there..- Such knowledge as this 
is a certain deterrent of crime. It is differ- 
ent here. The crimimal knows that there 
will be a thousand and one technicalities 
set up in his case, that he will have plenty 
of morbid and maudlin sympathizers, that 
he will be a kind of hero, and that if he gets 
convicted there will always be a chance for 
executive leniency. He knows, also, that 
there are many laws which will not be en-. 
forced and were not intended to be enforced. 
With such knowledge he can take all man- 
‘ner of “‘ chances with the law.” Courts are 
greatly to blame. Politicians are greatly to 
blame, So is public sentiment. 


PRIVATE GIFTS TO PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

If President Roosevelt should visit New 
Orleans next month there is one monument 
which ought to claim the attention of such 
a lover of children. At the base a school 
girl stands, reaching up to clasp the hand of 
a boy who, with his other hand, is laying 
a wreath’ upon the statue of John Mc- 
Donogh. The gift which this group com- 
memorates is almost unique among dona- 
tions for educational purposes. It was not 
to found & college, and not to any religious 
association, but to the city, to increase the 
efficiency of the public school system.

The manifest injustice of 
fining a rich man at the same rate a8 a poor 
man for the same offense compels attention 
of thoughtful men. It was further agreed 
that a poor man should be permitted to work 
out his fine or pay it by installments; and 
that imprisonment as a substitute for fines 
inflicted on a person unable to pay in money 
should be avoided. 


Special Law a ** Fences.” 

The congress voted that receiving stolen 
goods should be treated as a special form of 
crime, punished according to the law of the 
country where it is committed, and that there 
should be an international agreement ac- 
cepting the conviction in ome state as estab- 
lishing the fact for other states. 

The reports presented on the jury system 
were regarded as a real contribution to the 
question which fs so interesting in America, 
but the congress could not reach an agree- 
ment on the general problem and did not 
commit itself by a resolution. 

Tne second section was busy with prob- 
lems relating to the direct administration of 
prisons, and first of all with the problem of 
classification of prisoners. ‘Upon the rec- 
ommendation of the specialists the congress 
passed resolutions declaring that a classifi- 
cation according to moral disposition is nec- 
essary; that the worst convicts and the more 
hopeful young prisoners should be separated 
from each other; and that intermediate cases 
should be classified as exemplary, good, and 
doubtful; that treatment should be based 
on careful observation of conduct, and should 
be sévere according to the character mani- 
fested in the prison Hfe. Dr. Barrows, our 
American representative, insisted that with 
the cellular system of isolation common in 
Europe the classification is not so real as it 
is in American prisons, where convicts work 
together during the day.

Value of Work for Prisoners. 

The congress. was unwilling to bring any 
sort of constraint to labor upon persons con- 
fined in jail awaiting trial and not yet found 
guilty, but favored the offer of occupation 
to those who desire to avoid idieness. It was 
asserted that 80 per cent of such prisoners 
preferred to be busy if they are permitted to 
earn a little. 

Prison labor in the open air and on public 
works received a great dea! of attention, and 
it has been brought before the legislature of 
Illinois by Gov. Deneen. The writer is pre- 
paring a special report on this matter, and 
only the general conclusion can be stated 
here. Certain categories of prisoners may 
safely, and with advantage td@&their health 
and character, be so employed on condition 
that they be carefully selected; that they 
have served a part of their sentence within 
walls; that they be not exposed to contact 
with free laborers or to the public gaze. But

MAY COMPROMISE RIVER SUIT. 


Drainage Board Committee to Meet to 
Consider Western Indiana Rail- 
road Purchase. 


A special meeting of the finance committee 
of the drainage board has been called for this 
afternoon to consider a compromise with 
the Chicago and Western Indiana railway on 
the proposition to purchase its pfoperty along 
the river between Sixteenth and Eighteenth 
streets. Arguments in the suit condemning 
this property are to come up in Judge Windes’ 
court tomorrow. 

The property amounts to 42,000square feet. 
It originally was valued by thé railway at $9 
a square foot. The board's experts placed a 
valuation of $3 a foot on the land and esti- 
mated the damage covering réconstruction 
of the building at from $12,000 to $15,000. 

It is understood that the raflway is now 
willing to settle on a basis of $4 hp square foot 
for the land plus the estimated damages.

ARMOUR ARE THE FACTORS. - 


Cash Premiums Are “matte in the 
Northwest, Armour Selis May and 
Removes Support from December, 
and the Foreign Situation Is Mixed 
—Corn Feels Effects of Fine 
Weather and Bear Pressure—Oats 
Decline Slowly with Other Grains.

Wheat made hard work of atianitte the 
fore part of last week, outside speculation 
failed; to find impelling attraction in the 
market, and the last two days of the week 
the market was allowed to break. The lead- 


ing bull interest did not make strenuous ef- 


forts to stem the tide until a material de- 
cline had been registered, and it appeared at 
the end that Armour either had betn market- 
ing as much of his big line as the market 
would take, not liking the sluggish action of 
prices, or had stepped aside to let the market 
rid itself of undesirable bull company and 
create a short interest to be run in later. 

There also was a suspicion that the leader 
was in the market on an elevator proposition, 
and had put out enough short May to hedge 
a good part of the December line, evidences 
of May selling by that interest being much 
stronger than of the pursuit of that course 
in December. The market advanced 4c to 
%c by slow stages early in the week, but the 
break of the last two days left prices 1\%c to 
24c under the previous Saturday, September 
off the least. 

The weaker situation in the northwest was 
the leading influence outside of pit condi- 
tions. Not only did the movement of new 
wheat show goed increase, but the cash de- 
mand suffered a serious shrinkage, No. 1 
horthern at Minneapolis declining from 2%c 
over December to %@lc over, and at Duluth 
from 4c over to 38%c over. Mills were selling 
futures late in the week as if their supplies 
were large enough to need hedging. 


Foreign Situation a Puzzle. 

Less bullish foreign information was heard 
and there was general doubt over the interna- 
tional wheat problem. The French and Rou- 
manlan crops were estimated officially at 
well over last year’s figures, and Russian 
shipments showed no symptoms of becoming 
small. A depressing influence was exerted 
by the fact that Manitoba No. 1 northern was 
selling at 8c to 8%c under New York Decem- 
ber, c. i, f. Buffalo, or about 6c under what 
Chicago could lay that grade down for. There 
were large sales of this wheat abroad, over 
2,000,000 bu, and about double that amount of 
macaroni wheat sold to Germany and France. 

Foreign markets showed about as little dis- 
position to advance as this one, and the same 
doubts troubled traders there as here, 
Broomball sums up the outlook in the follow- 
ing uncertain tones: ; 

* The situation is so complex that operators 
hardly dare to commit themselyes.: On the 
one side, we have pessimistic official reports 
on the Russian wheat and rye crops, an un- 
satisfactory harvest in France, Germany, 
and Spain, an impaired outlook in India, and 
the likelihood of big purchases by:German 
importers to forestall the higher rate of duty 
next March; per contra, we have huge Euxine 
shipments, a promise of unusual abundance 
in Canada, a relatively large British crop, 
and excellent prospects in AustraHa; and 
there are the unclassifiable influences of the 
American situation, and the natural anxiety 
about the growing Argentine crop, a crop 
which may produce, next December, a surplus 
of either five or fifteen million quarfers.” 


Corn Market Softens. 

The corn trade passed through a decided 
change of feeling. The high price of the 
week was 45c, on Monday, and the low price 
43c, on Saturday. The market closed within 
w%ec of the low point of the week for the new 
crop month. The September price, which 
held at Stic and over for a week after the 
close of the Patten deal, weakened to 50c 
on scattered Hquidation. October broke to 
49i44c, and the week closed with that month 
at 50c. 

Oats and Provisions. 

It took the oats market all. last’ week to 
decline less than lc a bushel for December 
and May. Seattered holdings were liqul- 
dated in sympathy with the break in wheat. 
There was constant selling pressure against 
western acceptances. Receipts show an in- 
creasing tendency. These conditions were 
partly offset by the fact that shipping sales 
en several days of the week reached 500,000 
bu daily, 

Ip hog products there was little interest, 
with January contracts holding wel in the 
face of October liquidation by packers and 
others.

BANK SHOWING GUIDES MARKET. 


Influence of Statement, While Condi- 
tions Are Unexpected, Is to 
Meke Stocks Firm. 


—— 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. } 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—[Spectal.]—The 
stock market today hung upon the weekly 
bank statement. Before it appeared its por- 
tent was a matter of rumor, and prices ad- 
vanced accordingly, and while some hesita- 
tion developed in the closing tone last prices 
were near the best... The weekly bank state- 
ment has been subject to criticism for a long 
time as an inadequate showing of the actual 
condition of the banks, principally on ae- 
count of the operatien of the system of com- 
putation by daily averages. But the skept!- 
cism which found expression over today’s 
statement was unusually frank and general, 
owing to the extreme variation from the es- 
timated result. The known movements for 
the week promised a decline in the cash re- 
serve of upwards of $6,000,000. The bank 
statement on the contrary indicates an in- 
crease of $1,522,300. The loan item, instead 
of showing a climbing tendency, on the con- 
trary shows a contraction of $4,810,300. Ex- 
pert authorities are entirely at a loss to find 
any explanation for these discrepancies. 

The speculative operators in stocks accept- 
ed the statement at its face value. Feeling 


-among them was confident also that the max- 


fmum effect of the Oct. 1 settlements 
was shown in. yesterday's money mar- 
ket and that easier conditions would fol- 
low next week. The heavy adjustments 
being made were reflected in the day’s record 
of clearing house balances, which amounted 
to $33,995,793, exceeding the greatest previ- 
ous record by more than $3,000,(90. Yester- 
day’s increase in the Rallway Steel Spring 
dividend stimulated a number of low priced 
industrials. The principal movement other- 

wise was that in the Reading stocks.
